London, .Tan. I7.--S;)nie of lh(> most 
brilliant work in the way uf descriptivi 
writing ever done by war corrospoudent 
has been appearing in the London 
papers during the last few days. After 
tracing the terrible loss sufTored by the 
Iliglilanders at Magcrsfoiitein, the Daily 
Xews correspondent thus writes of the 
burial of Gen. Wauchope: 

" Throe hundred yards to the roar of 
the little towii.ship of Modder Kivor. just 
as tlio son was sinking in a blaze (if 
African splendor on the evening of 
Tuesday, tlie TJth of December, u long, 
sliallow grave lay exposed in the breast 
of the veldt. To the v.-estward, a broad 
river fringed with trees runs murinur- 
iugly. To tlie eastward the heights, still 
Iield by tlie enemy, .scowled meiniciugly. 
North and south the veldt undulated 
peacefully. A few paces to the nonh- 
wurd of that grav(; fifty dead lligh- 
laiulerH lay dressed as they luid fallen 
ou the field of buttle. They had fol- 
lowed tlieir chief to the field, and they 
were to follow him to the grave. How 
griin and stern tliose men looked as they 
lay face upward to tlie sky, with great 
hands clenched in the last agony, mid 
lirows still knit with tlie stern lust of 
strife in whicli tliey had fiilleu. The 
pliiids dear to every nighlaiider chin 
were i'"i)reseiiled there, and us I looked, 
out of the distance came the sound of 
pipes. It was the General, coming to 
join liis nien. 

There, right tinder the eyes of the 
enemy, moved with slow and solemn 
tread all that remained of the Uighland 
Brigade. In front walked the chaplain, 
with bared head, dressed in his robes of 
oiiice; then cauic the , pipers witli their 
pipes, sLvtmiii In (ill; ' Jiind beliind thein, 
with anns reversed, 'moved the High- 
landers, dressed in all the regalia of 
their regiments; ' and in the midst the 
dead .General, borne by four of his coui- 
rades. Out swelled tlie pipes to the 
siraiiis of " The t' lowers of the Forest," 
now ringing proud and high, until the 
soldiers' heads went back in haughty 
defiance, and eyes Hashed tlirougli tears 
like sunlight on steel; now sinking to a 
moaning wail, like a woman mourning 
for her first born, until tlio proud lieiids 
drooped forward and tliey rested on 
heaving cliests, and tears rolled down 
the wan and scarred faces, and the 
choking solis broke through the fcolernn 
rhythm of file march oC death. lUght 
up to tlie grave they uiarched, then 
broke away in cotiipauieH, until the (!en- 
eral liiy in the slnillow grave with ii 
Scottish siiuare of armed men around 
him. 

" Only tlie dead man's son and a small 
remnant of his ollleers stood with tlie 
chaplain and the pipers wliile the Holeiun 
service of the ciiiirch was spoken. Then 
once again the jiipes pealed out, and 
"Loch Ahre No More " cut through the 
stillness like a cry of pain, until one 
could almost hear the widow in her 
llighlnud home moaning for the soldier 
she wotild welcome back no more. Then, 
as if touched by the magic of one 
tliotight, the soldiers turned their tear- 
dauiped eyes from the still form in the 
shallow grave towards the heights, 
where (.'ronje, " the Lion of Africa," ancl 
his soldiers stood. Then every cheek 
Hushed crimson and slropg jaws sot like 
steel, and the veins on the hands that 
clasjied the rilies swelled almost to 
bursting with the fervor of the grip, and 
that look from these silent men spoke 
more eloquently than the tongues of 
orators. 

" For on (>aeh frowning face the spirit 
of vengeance sat, and each sjiarkliug eye 
asked silently for blood. Cod help tlie 
Boers when next the lligliliuui pibroch 
sounds! (iod rest the Boers' souls when 
the lligliliiiid bayonets charge! For 
neither deatli. nor hell, nor things above, 
nor things below, will hold the Scots 
back from their blood feud. 

"At the head of tlie grave, at the 
point nearest the enemy, the Genera! 
was laid to sleep, his officers grouped 
round him, wtiilst in line behind him 
his soldiers were laid in double row, 
wrapped in their blankets. No shots 
were lirecl over the dead men resting so 
I)c:icernlly : only tlie salute was given. 
.•Mid then the men innrcliod away cnmp- 
warils, as the darkness of an African 
night rolled over the veldt."

Londoii, Jan. 18. — The Times publishes the following des- 
patch from Spearsnian'.s Farm, dated Jan. 17, 9:20 p. m.: 

"After a forced march westward on Jan. 10, Lord Dun- 
donald by a dashing movement occupied the hills above Pot- 
gieter's Drii't, I') miles west of Colenso, taking tl.e Boers 
completely by surprise. The same evening the infantry fol- 
lowed. 

"Cicn. Lyitletou's brigade crossed the river yesterday, and 
to-day shelled the Boer trenches beyond with howitzers. 

"Gen. Warren's force is now crossing Trichardte I)rii't, live 
miles above. He is not opposed, although the Boers are 
holding a position five miles from the river."

Magersfontein Tragedy 

Explained At Last 



Wauchope and His Highland Brigade Slaugh- 
tered in the Darkness Before the 
Day's Action Commenced, 



Led by Trusted Guide Close by Enemy's Trenches and 
Their Presence Revealed by Accidental 
^ Discharge of Rifle. 



Gallant But Hopeless Charges by Scottish Remnants—British 
Artillery Made Boer Trenches, Flow ytflth Blood ' of 
Three Thousand Dead and Wounded;'^ ' ' 



London, .Tan. 17.— Tlic correspondent of 
tlie Daily Mail thus depict-s the way in 
which tlic disaster overtook the lligliuuid 
brigade at Magersfontoin : 

"It has been decided that the High- 
land Brigade, about 4,000 strong, •under 
Gen. Wauchope, should got close eiiough 
to the liuce of the I'oc to make it possible 
to charge the htight. At midnight, 
therefoiv, the gallaul, but ill-fated meu 
moved cautioui-ly through the- darkness 
towiird the kopje, where the Boers were 
most strongly eulrenehod. They wore led 
by a gitido, who was supposed to know 
every inch of the country out into the 
darkness of an African uiglit. 

"So, onward, until three of the dock of 
the Monday. Then out of tlie darkness 
a fifle rang, sharp and clear, a herald of 
disaster. A soldier had tripped in the 
dark over the hidden n-ires laid down by 
the enemy. In a second, in a twinkling 
of an eye, the scavchBghts of the Boers 
fell broad and clear as the noonday suu 
oil the ranks of the doomed Highlanders, 
though it left the enemy concealed in tlie 
shadows of the frowning mass of bills 
behind them. 

"For one brief moment the Scotfi seem- 
ed paralyzed by the suddenness of their 
discovery, for they knew tliey were hud- 
dled together like sheep within fifty yards 
of the trenches of the foe." 

'"I'hen clear above the confusion rolled 
tlii> voice of the geu^'ral: 'Steady, men; 
steady;' and like an echo to the Totcran's 
cry, out came the crash of nearly a thotis- 
and ritles, not fifty paces from them. The 
Ilighlandertj reeled before the shock like 
trees before tlie tempest. Their best, 
their bravest, fell in that wild hail of 
lead. Gen. Wauchope was down, rid- 
dled with bullets, yet, gasping, dying, 
bleeding from every vein, the Highland 
chief raised liimself on liis hands ;ind 
knees iiiul clifi-n-ii his iiicu lorwiinl. Men 
and (illiivrs fell in liciilK^ tMi;.'th(T, 



"'I he Black Watch charged, aud the 
Gordons and the Scafortlis, with a yell 
that starred the British camp helow, rush- 
ed, rushed (forward,, oaward to death or 
disaster. The accursed wires caught them 
round the legs until they floundered like 
trapped wolves, and all the time the 
rifles of the foe tsaug the song of death 
in their oars. 

"Then they fell back, broken and beat- 
en, leavin}^ nearly 1,300 dead and ^vound- 
ed just where the broad breast of the 
grassy veldt melts into the embrace of the 
I rugged African hills, aud an hour later 
' the dawning came of the dreariest day 
I that Scotland has Icuown for a genera- 
I tion past. Of her officers, the Sower of 
her chivalry, the pride of her breeding, 
but few remained to tell the tale, a sad 
1 tale truly, but one untiuted with dishon- 
or or emirched -with disgrace, foi; up 
those bights under sindlar circum- 
stanccR, even a brigade of devils could 
scare have hoped to pass. 
I "All that mortal aieu could do, the 
Scotfi did. They tried, they failed, they 
fell, and there is nothing left us now but 
to mourn for them and avenge them. 
I "In vain all that day Methuen tried by 
every rule ho know to draw the enemy, 
vainly the I^aiicors rode rooklessly to in- 
duce these human rock limpets to come 
out . and cut them off. 
I "Cronje knew the mettle of »ur men, 
and an ironical laugh played around his 
mouth, and still ho stayed with his na- 
tive fiustuesses. But death went ever at 
his elbow, for onr gunners dropped the 
.lyddite shells and the howling shorpncl 
I nil along his lines on til the trenches ran 
blood and many of his guns were silenc- 
ed. 

"When at 1.30 p.m. of Tuesday we 
drew off to Modder River to recuperate, 
wo left nearly three thousand dead and 
wounded of grim old Cronje's men :\s a 
token tlnit the Lion of England bad bar- 
ed his tci'ili in earnest."

Ho 
followed up the movement l>y shelliiii th 
Boer trenches. 

Thi.s news completely disposes of the 
statement that Sir Charles Warreu" 
Xoree went in the direction of Weonen, 
and it tends greatly to restore confiilom 
in General l?ulle:-'s taeiics. The .supposi- 
tion that he liad divide,!, his forces into 
three columns liad given cause for an- 
xiety. It is now seen that such a view 
was erroneous, as Uenoral Buller's ton i- 
arc concciitrutcd. 

The other morning i>apers arc oat with 
extra, editions coulirniing tlie di'spaleli 
from Spearman's Farm to the Times. 
.The Daily Tolcgraph's correspondent un- 
der yesterday's date says: 

"1 am permitted to wire from Spear- 
man's Farm that General liVttlelon yes- 
terday afternoon ferrietl and lorded I'ot- 
gieter's Drift and seized ^vith little op- 
position a line of low ridges a mile from 
there. During the night a howitzer bat- 
tery was carried across. 

'•To-day from Monat Alice, near Swar- 
Izkop, iiav;il gnas and howitzers effec- 
tively shelled tlie Boer position, whi(-h is 
sbrong. 

"General Warren also to-day crossed 
(he Tugela, six miles furtlier to the west, 
near 'Wagon Drift, with all arms, in the 
face of 11 hot and heavy fire from Boer 
cannon and rlHes. He has ettected a meet 
satisfactory lodgment two miles further 
oil toward Sproenkop." 

A despatch to the Daily News from 
Speiirsman's Farm describes Lord Dun- 
donald's advance to Swartzkop Hill com- 
manding Totgiotor Drift and says: 

"General Lyttleton's brigade Wiis sent 
to hold a position on Swartzkop Hill, 
leiiving a strong body to hold Oolenso, 
and General Hildyard's brigade at 
t>pringlicld. Our whole force advanced 
without delay. The ferry pont at Pot- 
gieter's was on the furtlier banlc of the 
Tugela, and iin- order to bring it to o\ir 
side, Lieut. Carlylo and five men of the 
South African Light Horse swiim across 
tlie -river and brought it over. 

"Aftt?r four days' halt on the south 
side of the Tugela our advance north- 
ward begun on Tuesday, .Tanuary KUh. 
General Lyttleton's brigade crossed the 
Drift that evening and held the kopjes 
on our rii'lit. 

".Sir Charles Warren's division has 
niaile an attack upon the enemy's left 
Hank. T'lie column is now crossing the 
river." 

London, Jan. 18.— The Piotermaritz- 
burg coiTCspondont of the Daily Tilail 
telegraphs late Wednesday evening, Jan- 
uary 17th, eays: "Arrivals from lOst-

the Tugela. The result is not known 
here."

••t)n bearing the firing two i-ninpauies 
of the (iordon Highlanders went to the 
iissistance of the Mancbestcrs. At first 
it was l.houghl that the Boers were con- 
centrating on the southern sbipe, where 
lliev bad already secured a footing on 
the" plateau. Here, however, their ad- 
vance was cheeked by the steady ^-oll'.'ys 
ot oar infantry and the deadly lue of 
im antoii'.atic gnir. 

•• Lieut Grnbbe went out to see it an.v 
aid were needed by the troops stationed 
on the ridge near the town. He was 
not aware that the enciny hud already 
l aiitured the breastworks, and called out 
to till' sergeant. He receivcil the reply, 
••Here 1 am, sir," and then he snddeiily 
disaiipearcd from sight. Capt. Carnegie 
.suspecting a ruse, ordered the (Jordims 
to fire 11 volley and to charge. 'i'he 
enemv thereupon fell back precipitately, 
leaving behind the olllcer whom they 
had captured with so much presence of 
mind.

•• Bv davbreak rcinrorcemeiits of tior- 
don Higblanders and of the Uille Brig- 
ade had been liurried up to the tiring 
line. Lieut. -Col. Dick Cunyiigliain. who 
was leading the Cordons oiil of camp, 
tell iiiortallv woiimli'd. being hit by a 
slrav bullet wlide still close to them. 

" The .">;hil Battery of field artillery, 
under Major Addy. crossed the Klip 
river ;ind shelled llie ridge iiiid reverse 
slope of the front positiiui. \vliere the 
enemy were lying a lining the bushes. 

•'Idem. Digbv .lones. of the Royal 
Kngineers, lollel'ting a handful of men, 
made a galhint elTort ti. hold the posi- 
tion, but the numbers wore against him, 
and after a .stubborn resistance he was 
driven back and thi- enemy got posses- 
sion of the snmmlt. Here it was that 
Lieut. MncNaugbton and 30 of ibe 
Gordons were captured, atthmigb not 
until every man among them was 
w ouuded. 

" At .T o'clock Col. Edwards with two 
si|iiailrfiiis of Light Horse arrived uiiou 
the scene, and ih(> 21st Battery of the 
lield artillery, under Major Blewilt, 
came into action, iireveiiling the storm- 
ing party being reinforced from the Boer 
camp. .\t the same lime the ISth Hus- 
sars and the ."itli Lancers checked the 
iiiDvement from tlii> spruit on our right 
l!aiil;. Xevertheless our iiosition at this 
point had become critical. Major 
Boweii rallied a few Rilles. but fell 
while loading them to the charge. His 
example was a* once followed by I>ient. 
Tod, but the latter met the same fate. 

•'The enemy were making good the 
footing they had already secured in the 
cniplaeemeiit. wli.ii Major ;Mil|er Wal- 
iiiitl. calling the scattered Gordons to- 
gether, cliiirged in and drove 1liem 
back. Having thus cleared the ground, 
he joined Lieut. I'igny .Tones in a newly 
lirepared eniplacemeiil on tlie western 
shoulder. 

"A p.-inse ensued for !i time, but the 
Boers were not yet finally beaten. Tak- 
ing advantage of the stonu now raging, 
they, essa.ved to capture the parnpoli. biit 
were shot down by Lieut. Digby Jones 
ami Lieut. Walnutt, the latter of whom 
also fell. 

" Tlio renewed- check pffectually dis- 
couraged the assailants, and the deadly 
duel was now practically at an end. 
.Nevertheless small parties of the braver 
spirits kept up tt murderous fire on our 
men from l)ehind the rocks. 

"Tlie moment had ovidently arrived to 
strike the final blow, and Col. Park 
i|iiickly issued the iiecessar.v orders. 
Three companies of Devonshires, led by 
C;ipt. Lafoiie. liieiit. l''iehl and T/iout. 
JIasterson, made a brilliant <'hiirge 
across the open under a terrific fire, :ind 
fairly hurled the enemy down the hill at 
the point of the bayiinel. In iho course 
of the struggle Capt. Lafone and Lieut. 
i''ield were kiU'^d, and Lieut. Masterson 
received no fewer than ten wounds." 

The ."^taiKhird's vivid account of the 
assault uiioii laidysniilh shows that the 
garrison was surprised, and that several 
limes the siliiatinn was critical. -Out of 
a detachment of :\0 Gordon Highlanders 
who siirrcnilcred. ever.v man w.'is 
wounded, sa,\s the c(ii-res]')oiident. This 
is the first mcnliiin of the capture \}C 
Highlanders. 

The Boer repulse at Ladysmith was 
the heaviest counter stroke of the war.

A STRANGE OMISSIOX. 

Several of the opposition niembors 
bave dwelt upon the omission from the 
Speech of any refereuee to asrienllure. In 
kecpitlg ■\villi this omission it< the exti-enie 
ly Bcant courtesy with which the Uairy- 
Mieu'8 ^\j>sociation aud the Central Far- 
mer's Association was treated during 
their se-ssiouts in this city. They were 
packed in an attic nioni, where tliere was 
hardly tspacc to turn round aud where it 
was practically impossible for the public 
lo be present. Mr. Shutt iu his address 
4o the Farmers' Asso.'iati()n npoke of the 
treat success attending tlie Farmers' lu- 
tititiitoH in Now Brunswick, -where he 
«aid they had reached a degree of elH- 
ciency attained nowhere else in the Do- 
iniaion. lu that province the government 
kept itself closely in touch with tin; lu- 
Ktitutees. Capacious rooms for meetings 
were provided, and the public were in- 
vited to hear the fonual addresses. jNIem- 
bers of the government always attended 
the meetings, to ask the Institutes what 
they ncodcil in the way of legislation and 
expenditmc. The wishes expressed were 
aiot alwayti complied with, but they were 
in the main, and the Institutes felt that 
they ■were in close touch -with the admin- 
istration. Ke<Ineed rates were obtained 
on all transportation lines, and a per- 
iiuual attention was shown the menibei-s' 
.which Is an striking contrast to the man- 
ner in which the very able and intelligent 
gentlemen -who have lately been in sets- 
oion in A'ictoria were received. The re- 
sult of iiW this was the sucocss of Uie In 
(iti^utes, which arc now doing au im- 
mense amount of good. What does the 
govei'nment do horo'^ Next to nothing. 
■Mr. Anderson, the deputy minister of ag- 
ricultUTo, attends the uieetiugN and iloes 
cvcrytliiuL; in his power. So does .Mr. 
I'almer, inspector of fruit pests. l!nl 
their authority iB limited. What is 
needed is that some one shall, speak for 
the govennnent at these meetings, and 
ask wliat the representative farmers 
think ought to be done and invite repi'o- 
ecntations in favor of it. Instead of this 
there has been open neglect, and. not the 
slightest indication that the government 
eared what the faiTuers think or what 
they believe they require. 

It is noj; the part of an opposition paper 
to suggest what the Speech might to have 
conlaineil regarding agriculture, but it 
Ss cerl.iinly extraordinary that even the 
IH'rfiinctory references to the success at- 
tending farming was left out. Not much 
jngeimity would be requisite to discover 
.something th.it might have been suggest- 
•cd in the interest of this important in(his- 
•try. Mining, linhiug aud luu'.beriug 
bring money into the province, l)ut it is 
agriculture that will do more ilian any 
other agency to keep it here. Therefore 
anything that will stimulate agriculture 
means a direct increase in the permanent 
wealth of British Columbia. Thi" tolal 
omission of any mention ct' this import- 
ant industry is a direct slap iu the face 
delivered to the province by those who 
have uiidortaken to protect its interests. 
Surely it ought not to be allowed to go 
out to the world that agriculture i« an 
Interest of such little dmpontance iu Brit- 
ish Columbia that the government of the 
da.v ignores it altogether. We are not 
sure th;it independeni evidence could not 
be given in support of such a view. Not 
very lon.g .-igo a gentJein.an, who had jiLst 
completed the successful establishment 
of a colony in Florida, came to this pro- 
vince in the interest of a number of per- 
fions in the Kaslern Towushi|)s, who in- 
tended einigraliii.g iiiid desired Id lei.-ate 
Uiemsclves .somewhere, preferably iu 
British territory. lie waited upon the 
govorninent an<l was turunl down In 
short order. lie cuuld not g<'t thi- gov- 
erruiienl lo lisleu to liini. They h:iil iim- 
thing to say to him, except that lliey diil 
not propose to encourage coloaimtion. 
He thereupon went away tO look for 
some place \vhei-(> sevi'ral bnudred Cana- 
dian!', all of llieni possessed of .some 
means, wonbl l)e weU-oine. We give this 
mailer e.xaetl.v as it was slated li> Us by 
the gentleman hilniself. If this is a cor- 
reiit .stntoiuciit of the case, and whether 
it i« absolutely accurate is not very im- 
portanl, for ir is true that tlie ageui i auie 
here and wcnit away because he could do 
nothing, there ceases to be an.v e.-inse for 
mirpiise that agriculture was not men- 
tioned in the Speech.

notice. Mr. Semple deolnros that he pro- 
poses to lay his complaint before the min 
istry, iind if he does there eau be no 
doidit as lo the iluly of the ministry 
make an investigation. The fa(;ts 
brief are that the Gleaner printed what 
in the opinion of the judge was a con 
tempt of conrl. For this Mr. Scmpio was 
arrested and fined .'jtl.lOO, Whtch he paid 
He then printed iu his paper very strong 
signed articles attacking .Mr. Wade 
challenging him to prosecute for libel so 
tljat the case might be taken before a 
jury. Instead of this, it i« said, !Mr. 
^Vade instituted proceedings .-is for a see 
ond conlempt, which has come to noib 
ing, because Mr. Semple left the connlry 
to seek redress at the hands of the uppel 
late court here. He proposes to return to 
Dawson at tin early day. He declan 
his ability to prove ail lie bus said inil 
much more, aud if half or ii, (piarter of 
what he says can be substantiated, there 
is urgent need of reform in high cti-cles 
at I3awson. We urge au iuvstigrttion 
ill order that the truth may be got at. 
If the charges are true, the duty .of the 
government is clear.

If ever there was in public life a set 
of absent-minded begfjars in a political 
sense, it is to be found In the executive 
council chamber ot this province, and 
the proof of it is the speech from the 
throne at the opening of Ihe legislature. 
The more that doiinment is discussed by 
the opposition the more paltry it seems. 
The frainers of it appear to have for- 
gotten everything about which the 
people are thinking, and It will be neces- 
sary for the memboi-s on the other side 
of the house to initiule the legislation 
which the interests of the province de- 
mand. They have not attempted to ful- 
lil the promise of their own platform. 
Tiiey have comiiletely disregarded Ihe 
pressing nature of the issues raisi'd in 
the mining districts. They have for- 
gotten that the cry ot the province is for 
internal improvements. It is the in- 
variable custom for the mover and 
seconder of the address iipieiily to intli- 
cate the lines upon which the govern- 
meut proposes to lead the legislation of 
the session.

The bj'- 
hiw is made conditional upon the raising 
by the company of .f;!t)0,(H)O, iuid it is 
well known that this is supposed to 
come in part from the local govern- 
ment. It ought to be- possible for the 
promoters lo find out at any day 
whelher or not their application for a 
subsidy will bo entertained. If it will 
not be> the whole mutter will fall to the 
ground. Therefore we suggest that the 
promoiers of the Victoria-Chilliwack 
sc-lieme shiuild I'orlhwilh npiily I'nr iii- 
c(iri>er;''.ion, aud also make application 
lo Ihe provincial government for the ex- 
pected subsidy of .'iiloO.tKM). In the 
meantime the by-law can ver.v well wait. 
If they get Ihe subsidy aud the act <>f 
iiicoriiiiruliiiu they will stand seme sort 
III' cliaiice of succeeding befure the rale- 
payers.

CUINATOW.X. 

It is lo bo hoped that the iinMciiienl on 
tniit for the cleansing of Chinatown will 
be carried out Ihoroughly. I'roperly in 
lhat part of Ihe city, lhat is the improvc- 
inents, represents a minimum of value 
In iiroportion lo its rent-earning capa- 
city, and no reasonable exception can be 
laki'ii to Ihe imposition upon it (if such 
( barges as are necessai.v to the main- 
tenance of as perfect saaitary conditions 
MS can be devised in a community of 
Chinamen. One improvement thai 
sliiiuld be' insisted upon is the replaee- 
iuenl of existing wooden sidewalks by 
permancut pavement, as pu Fort and 
(iovernnient streets. No one km 
what amount of filth has aeeuinulated 
under the wooden sidewalks, which a 
undoubtedly the abode of legions 
ruts, and rats are known to be a ve 
fertile means for the spread of inf( 
lions diseases. The horrible, dark, ill- 
siiudling and nnveutiluted little shacks, 
many of them hiddcii from the sight of 
jiassers-by, ought to be tia'n down, and 
should not be replaced by anythin 
similar. The interior of the Chinatown 
blocks ought to be built up only under 
llie strictest supervision, and one feat 
lire of it ought to be paved courls and 
allejs, with complete sewerage. 

If the health authorities have not at 
present sufficient authority to deal with 
■! nmtter, it should be given them 
iminediutely liy the legislature. (Jhimi- 
lown is exce|)tional ami must be made 
subject to csceptionnl laws. There 
must be several score of shacks which 
ought to be at once lorn down, and 
power should be given to the health olli- 
cers to tear them down without delay, 
and to prescribe what kind of struc- 
tures shall replace them and what pro- 
\ isioiis shall be made to prevent ovor- 
rowding. Our laws in this respect 
were nmde for white i)eople. They do 
not apply to Chinatown. It is doubt- 
less true that in the majority of cases 
Ihe unsanitary properties are owned by 
white people, and If the owners will not 
inform to Caucasian ideas of health 
mdilions. the law must take Die mat- 
ter out of their hands. The uuestion 
will not admit of delay.

NMiilo everybody admits that th 
health authorities must bo clothed with 
more arbitra.Ty powers, as Dr. Eraser 
suggested in his letter to the city couu 
cil, to make Chinatown what it should 
be, still there is much that can be done 
under the existing laws to improve the 
anitar.v condition of that section of the 
city, which it is safe to say was never 
as bad as it is to-day. A few years ago 
the then sanitary ntllcer paid particular 
attention to tlie Chinese (luiirter and had 
it in fairly good condition. One of the 
rules he strictly enforced was that all 
garbage should be removed regularly. 
This is not enforced at present. A 
Colonist representative who several 
years iigii made freiiileiil tours through 
Chinatown with the health, police ;iiid 
tire ollicials, yesierdaj iiiatle ii trip over 
the old ground. He fouiid that more 
Chinese are crowded into tlie buildings 
than was previously the case, and par- 
ticularly that apparently the garbage is 
never removed. i'assing through the 
narrow alleyway leading from Cormor- 
ant to Fisgard street, one can hardly 
stand the stench arising from the 
urinals and piles of garbage. In an 
cuu)ty lot on the south side of Fisgard 
street are two piles of refuse which 
must be one mass of disease germs, and 
wliicli surely the owner of .the property 
could be forced to remove, or if not that 
it might pay the cdty to remove. 

Having fortilicd liimself with a fresh 
cigaretti.', the pressman entered a nar- 
row hallway in the three-story building 
on Fisgard street, one of tlu; biggest 
gambling dens in Cliinatown, but wliich 
is so well su|ip!ieil with alarms, guards 
and barred ilmirs that the police or any 
iispicioiis " liiukiiig character hiids it 
impossible to see any game in progress. 
In this building, however— from the out- 
siil'.' a haiidsome strucirure — was foumi 
what no doubt many will consider ;i 
greater menace to the city than even 
gamldiiig. In every corridor was one 
or more rei'cptaclcs for the receipt of 
refuse from the ninny rooms in the build- 
ing, rooms used for eating, smoking, 
sli'ciiiiiL' and gambling in, and which 
even in the ariernooii, when many of 
the Chinese ;i re at M-ork, were crowded 
with sallow-faced oiiiuni Jieiuls and 
gamblers. In almost every case the 
refuse in these receptacles— old stoves, 
bo.xes and tins— was overllowing on tin 
lloor and included every kind of liltb 
intestines of fowls, vegetable rinds, 
ashes and the leavings from the tables. 
-\t the rear are little balconies on 
which are improvised urinals, umlmibt 
ediy contrary to the sanitary regula 
tions. 

Climbing to the third story of this 
liltli-reeking building, a good view was 
obtained of other sections of China 
town, hoiieycnmbed with passage-'ways 
and alleys, which are counterparts of 
tliiise described, each and every one a 
lireediiig jihice for di.'Jea.se. Looking 
down on the shacks which stand be- 
tween Coriiioraiit and b'isgard streets, 
facing on Goveiiinient, one could not 
help but think that it would be a good 
thing if they were bin-ned down, and 
how they liave escaped so lung with the 
iiuiuircils of rickety stoves that they con- 
tain IS II iii.vstery. If ever thev do go, 
it is to bo hoped that it will be some 
night wlieii there is no wind, for once 
11 lire started among them there is no 
telling where it would end. Thus 
Cliinatown presents another danger. 

.ys to the sanitary conditions, certain 
ir is they could be improved under the 
present laws, although all agree with 
I'r. I'raser that much more than a 
■leaning out of the refuse which appears

Tlie mail from the ■"outside" 
arrives regularly every Wednesday at 
the Dawson post otilce, and leaves every 
Friday. There is no delay at all cn 
route, at present, the mail being convoy- 
ed between Dawson and Minto by dog 
team, the Irail not being in condition be- 
tween those two points as .vet. for.liorses, 
sh'iglis. Between Minto^ ami Bennett, 
however, horse teams are employed en- 
tirely, and the company having a.ssisted 
in putting the road in good conditloii, 
very fast time is nuide. Every man en- 
gaged has had long experience in ; Arctic 
travelling,', which of cour^e''is a great ad- 
vardage. Several ot them are; ex-mem- 
bers of the motintcd police,; and others 
are men who have been ir^'VcUing along 
the Yukon for years.

Although it bad bcou hoped and antitd- 
patcd that the debate iipoir' the~ Speic^h 
tcova th« Throne would be disposed ot by 

the middle of this -week dii tlu' local leg- 
islature, the patyase of that interesting 
doouineut seeuiti as far away us ever — 
and. it is now altogether Improbable 'that 
its consideratiou will •terminate in a divi- 
sion of the parties uuich before Satiirtlay. 
Yesterday Ihu k<>vi nimeiit adlicred lo the 
tacticij pursued by tlieir side of the house 
on ^csdny, declining (with the single 
exception of Mr. llelgescn) to contribute 
to the debate, or to attempt a refutation 
of the oppo-sitiou tstatements and argu- 
ments; and seeniiugly l)eing most auxious 
to secure a division in tlic absouee ot two 
Of the opposition niemlu rs in ^order .that 
their strength niiglit appear to the coun- 
try as greater than it actually is. The 
speakers of yesterday, hi consequence of 
this poHcy of silence initiated by the gov- 
ernnicnt, were almost wholly drawn from 
the opposition ranlis, and iucliided Mr. 
MoBride, who bed the tloor at the open- 
ing; Mr. Richard Hull, ot" Victoria; .Mr. 
Clifford, of Cassiar; ami t'dl. Halter of 
Southeast Kootenay, wlio iudvimI tlie de- 
bate's adjourmncut. lu closing liis re- 
marks, the senior member for C'assiar 
presented as an amendment to tlie amend- 
ment, a second want ot fonlidence reso- 
lution, based upon a cDndenination of 
tlie alien exeJ\ision law (wliicli it will l)o 
remend)ere(l Mr. CUflonl was tlio only 
mendier to aetivi?ly oppose at Its passage). 
The other noteworthy features of yes- 
terday were the presentation of a ])e.ti- 
tion from the mine owners of the lUiss- 
lund camp, urging the repeal of the eiglit- 
lioiir law as having been proven ill-ad- 
vised l)y the test of cxpcTicnee, and the- 
declaration by llie Attorney-General (in 
response lo an interrogation by Mr. 
Joseph Martin) that ho would l)r pre- 
pared in the coarse of a day tv. ,) to 
disclose tlie ' nature of the proceeding.- 
that will be initiated against the K*m 
loops Standard for its gross attack upon 
His Honor the Lieutcnant-Gorcrnor. 

PETITIONS. 

The house having been formally opened 
with prayer by Bev. W. II. Barraelough 
— the chaplains office having lieen vacant 
during tin; preceding three days— 

A petition was presented by Mr. .T. M. 
Martin, from the War Eagle, Lo Koi, 
and twenty-one other mining corapuiiies 
of West Kootenay, urging' tlie repeal or 
Kubstantinl amendment of the eight-hour 
clause in the nuning act, and stating that 
it had operated injuriously to both min- 
ers and owners, had not been asked for 
by the persons most interested (viz., the 
miners), bad operated to the e.velusion of 
caiiital, was uiiconstituticiual in its inter- 
ference with contracts between employ- 
ers and employed, and discriminated un- 
justly against the mining industry par- 
ticularly coiiceriieU. 

The pctitiou presented on Tuesday by 
Mr. .Balph Smith, with reference"., to the 
settlement of grievances of settlers resid- 
ing within the Esquimult & Nanaimo rail- 
way belt, was read, received, and ordered 
printed.

THE DEl'.ATIO CO.NTIXIj ED. 

JIR. McRlilDE, continuing the de- 
bate upon His Honor's speecli and ^Ir. 
Turner's juuenilr ["lit to the motion for 
a formal reply, said that be bad iit the 
Tuesday evening ndjournnient been con- 
sidering the alisence of reference in the 
address to the agriciillural industry, 
wliicli omission on the. part of the gov- 
ornnient he held up to severest censure. 
■It had been intimated \>y the government 
that they did not intend to neglect the 
Hgriculturul iudustrj', yet here was 
another evidence to the contrary. It 
was ' not infrequently the snjull things 
that exhibited the jdis'position of govern- 
ments "as well as individuals, and in this 
connectioa'*e.\ referred -to tli^s rcintter of 
circnliitihg .''libraries, V> \trbiell"*=' under" ' the 
. sensible and liberal . provisions -inade for 
them by tlie late governraentij' had.' boon 
.found of the greatest assistance to the 
farmers throughout the country. The 
appropriation of .fl.OCM) in former years 
had been found none too much; yet the 
present government had cut down the 
vote to .?2f)0, which was practically nulli- 
fying its usefulness^ altogether. These 
litiraries had lieen much appreciated by 
the fanners, and the money spent there- 
on had .been widl spent.. 1'lie govcrii- 
iiant apiieared, howiner., lo. be dead to 
the importanee of. the.l'ariners' interests, 
and lie would fuid it his- duty at the first 
opportunity lo tell tlie agriculturists 
plainly how little they' had to . thank 
and how much to ('Oiidciiiu the present 
ntiniinistration for. 

Passing to tlio question of the dis- 
allowcinco by the federal autboritletB' <of I 



certain measures deemed by the legis- 
lature to be in the interest of the people 
of British Columbia, the member for 
Dewduey contended tliat if the Douiiu- 
ioa parliament did not make leijislation 
slroii.g enough or sutlieuMitly detinito to 
protect the interests of tlie people of 
Uritish Coluinliiu, it was the duty of the 
legislature of this province to set a good 
e-xample. (Applause). He asserted that 
lliere was no greater danger ineiiacing 
the iiiduslries and iioiiiilation of this 
Western province! than lliat arising from 
the inlluK of Obiaese and Japanese, and 
while he was well aware of the cordial 
relations at. present existing between 
Iler Majesty's government and that of 
Japan, he nevertheless regarded as im- 
peratively necessary ■i':tioihe":sucli action 
as that contcinplated.i;, lii>the measures 
that had been disallo^ifed. 'jNor, were the 
facts plainly and honestly put before 
them, did ho think that the Imiierial 
government would refuse to consider the 
matter in the light which it bore to the 
residents of this province. It was quite 
fiossible that the British North America 
Act woald in this particular case require 
iinieudiueut, for to him at least it seemed 
imperative that l?ritish Columbia should 
legislate up to the times. He hoped 
that the house would be able to show the 
higher autborities that the contentions 
of British Columbia on tlie sul)ject of 
.\siatic iiiiniignition ,vere only fair and 
ivasonable, and that this being the ease 
the Mother Country would gladly come 
to- the asiiistance of the province am' 
allow a proper measure of restriction to 
liecoine law. The legislators of British 
Columbia were bound to redeem tlu 
liromises they had made to the ebn'tors 
on this subject, nor cease in th.dr en 
deavors until something had becM ae 
complished in the ilirection of sul^siau 
tially remedying a condition of affairs 
that Was very tbrejiteniug to whlli- labor 
and therefore to the prosperity of the 
province as a whole. (Applause). 

With respect to the eight-hour law, he 
had supported this lueastlre when it was 
in passage through the house,, because h 
believed in llie principle embodied. 11 
would support any similar measure aim- 
ing to e.vtend the operation of the prin- 
ciple to other industries in which the 
same conditions prevailed. I le re<'og- 
iiizcd t!;at this was a jiiece of legislation 
lliat, had been hurried through the house, 
and while be admitted that a littU' dilll- 
(•iilty liad arisen in the mines of tlie Slo- 
I'an sinc(> its enactment, he hoped that 
by the .•idoption of a fair, give-and-take 
policy, tliore would be no dilliculty ex- 
perienced in adjusting the present differ- 
eiiees of labor ami caiiital tlun'e, so that 
li.irniony nnd prosperity might return 
and an end be made of strikes and shut- 
downs, lie denied that the troul)les in 
the Slocaii were fairly attributable to 
the operation of the eight-hour law 
alone. Any mine that could be styled 
worth working under the old arrange- 
ment of labor, would be well worth 
working with the eight-hour day. wliicli 
had been asked for and given in justice 
to the workingman. (Applause). He 
ho|)ed for an early solntidn of the ques- 
tion so troubling the mine owners of the 
Kootenay, and believed that no real dilli- 
culty would be experienced in securing 
such !i solution. If only nil intorestei] 
could be convinced that this law was on 
the statute books to stay. The.v would 
then be prepared to face the situation, 
and the iiresent very detrimental eompli- 
catinns for tlie people - of the Slocaii 
would be made an end of. (Applause). 

'i'ouolung iic.vt iipen the alien exclusion 
legislation of last yiar, he had at that 
time assisted and favored tlie measuri 
HUestion, bolicviiiir ir to be eminently in 
favor of our own peoide. Since that tim 
he had liail the opportunit.v of .itudyiui 
the practical -working of tlie act in tin 
Atlii! district, mul his opMiion li;!d <-hang- 
ed con?i(lei-al.l.v. He found tliat pr 
vioiis to the ji.-issagi' o-' ihe act the .Vmeri- 
caiLS who were lir.Ht in llie field had stak- 
ed ail the important creeks— Pine, Spruce. 
Birch, etc.— ■mil if the government 
thought that by parsing tliis law thev 
would help out the Caii.'diaiis they liail 
been very much mistaken. He liad found 
that the parties most concerned in proper- 
ties in tho^ Atlin. camp -jvero Americans 
Lwho wouldln'ot" bo 'affected by the pas- 
sage pf'tlie-hct. ■ As for the feelings of 
the miners (■licinselves— the t.'anadiau 
miners- whom it had been propci-ied i^speci- 
ally to hcnellt— he hud been iisked 1>.t 
ihiuii who, if iinyonp, among the miners 
asked for such a law? He could not say. 
These Canadian miners had intimated 
that they <'Ould hold their own with any 
peoiilc' in the world, and they had said 
that if they ci>uld not, it was about time 
that they learned their weakness. Tliey 
denied that this nieasiiri- had ref^iilfed 
from petitions from the iiiiiiers intereste(l. 
He had explanied to tlieiii, as he now did 
to tlic house, that he li.iil supported the 
nieasiue as it appealed to hiiii as a pro- 
tectionist, being apparently chielly for the 
advantage of .vonng C-inadiaiis brought 
into competition on their own soil with 
tin.' trie<i and ex|ierieiiced uiiners of the 
IJiuled States. He had also favon>d the 
enactment of this law, inasmuch as th 
-•Vniericans applicil a jirccisely similar lax 
to our miners— none (.'onld hold (•laiiiis on 
the other side without lir.Ht boeoniinn an 
-Vmericiin citi-jen. Having studied the 
law in operation, however, he was in- 
clineJ' to! the opinion that it would he 
wisdom to repeal 'dt least that portion 
which now prevented the sale of mining 
properties to Atnei;icans- or othijr for 
eigners. The present .contlitions simply 
meant an utter inability to handle prop 
erties. Lands at present could only he 
pre-empted in Canada by British sub 
jects, but so soon ms a liritish subjei-t he 
came the owner of land lie might sell it 
to an alien— and who would deny 
question his right to do so'/ He thought 
that this exclusion act should be remodid 
led to the- exttMit at least necessary of 
permitting aliens ti.> si.'cure by jiurchase 
these milling properties, without any fur- 
ther (lualilication wliatevir. (Applause.) 

The member for Dewdney had listened 
with pleasui-e to llie expressions of loyal- 
ty coupled witli reference to the- pre.ieut 
position of affairs in .South Africa, and 
agreed -that it was pre-eminently the duty 
of Britisii (Johunbia (looking, as this pro- 
vince did, lo the nioth(U- country for pro- 
tection lin tiiiK! of need) to show the love 
aiKl readiness to assitst the old laud, 
which all classes of ilie conimunily cer- 
tiiinly feid. (Applaiise.i He (.-on.gratu- 
lated Premier Seiuliu upon las remarks 
in this connection, and the offer from the 
province to supply a contingent of monntr 
ed'Bcoiits' for South Africa. He was sure 
that this action would i-edound to the 
credit and ttdvantiige of thfe provin^eiin 
timif to come. It, ^vould show that "lil- 
tliough far removed from the cradle of 
the race, British Columbians wito not 
forgetful of their duties to the Empire— 
that, on the contrar.v, Ihoy were only too 
willing and r< ady to liear their share in 
the responsibilities and battles of the 
Empire. (Applause.) 

Referring to the visit paid by I^ieuten- 
aiit-Governor jrclnnos to the , Atdin' di.s- 
trict, ho congratulated HiS.iHonorvUpqu 
the excellent inipresslou -madeSby'.^hlm 
in both bis privuti' and his dflleial 'capa- 
city. His Honor had taken advantage of 
the occasion lo pensonally investigate the 
conditions in tlie Alliu eam]), .-lud at a 
b.-aujiu't given in His Honor just previous 
to his departure for honie,;had fituted that 
his governuieiit would be imn!e<liately j 
made alive to the facts of the situation, 
and that steiw woui<l l>c tukon to amend I 
the very nusatisfaetorv conditions in (lie 
north— tills in itself indicating''thnt Hw 
Honor .waBipaintiilly cognizant ofithetfaot I 



that with respect to the administration 
of the .\.tlin district, the government had 
not ben alive to tlieir duties and respon- 
sibilities. He (ihe nicniber for Uewd- 
ney) pruposetl at Home later ami more 
suitable time, i-alliiig for the documents 
passing in lliis connectioii, and asking 
liie execuiive of the day to explain how 
it w.-is til, It it sliould have devolved upon 
His lienor to bring to their eyes a condi- 
tion of afl'iiirs in this section of the pro- 
vince of which they slnnild have hoen cog- 
nii'.aiit and of their own volition made a 
satisfactory end of. He did not doubt 
that His Honor had redeemed his promise 
to the people of Atlln;- aiTdP'he: >iN'ould 
shortly ask to have .laid, b^fore^^the house 
I lis ilonor's'istatement'df -the fcdndltions 
in Atlin;\i'wlth..fih. explanation; from the 
government as to whether Or not His 
H(jiior had suggested a remedy for these 
coiulitiohs— aiid if so, what remedy had 
been iiroposed. (Applause and laughter 
from the governinent benches.) He re- 
gretted to see that this, as many other 
matters of serious import to the peoifle 
of British Columbia was treated aS an 
idle je.-^t by gentlemen on t.he other side 
of the lioiise; and he a.ssiired these gen- 
tlemen that it was not a jest to the peo- 
ple who hiul sufl'ercd tlirough tlieii- titter 
iiidiffei-eiice— and tlial these people -would 
kIiow by their votes at the lirst oppor- 
tunity their opinion of a government lb;U 
appai-eiitiy lu-ided itself upon its i-aUous- 
iiess lo the rigilt and interests of th epuh- 
lic that it had been elected to represent. 
It surely was an alarmiii.g conditiun of 
atVairs when the representative of Her 
-Majesty found at necessary to point out 
to his e\eeutive their iudiSerence. 



Hon, Mr. Henderson, on a point of 
order, rose to protest that if was not 
within the right of an honorable member 
to make such a statement as that His 
Honor had lost confidence in bis ad- 
visers. The presumption could not be 
otherwise than that if he had, he would 
have culled upon the Premier for his 
resipnutloii- that was If he were a con- 
stitutional governor. 

Col. Baker <ibserved that His Honor 
would necessarily take time to (-oasider 
the situation— be would not properly ac-t 
in indecent haste in disniissing a govern- 
ment. 

.Mr. Clifford thought that he might pos- 
sibly sti-aigliti'U matters out a little. Tlu 
Lieiiteiianl-t Joveriior while in Alliii had 
taken particular <-are to exidaiii that li 
was there in his private capacity as a 
eiti-/'.cii. 

-Mr. Speaker, taking into copsidoration 
the iioint of order raised liy the .Vtt<ir 
ney-Cencral, held thai the principle laid 
down by the House of Conimous that 
it was not proper to refer to the acts or 
opinicms of the Sovereign for the pur- 
pose of iutlueuciiig debate, must liere 
apply to the Lieutenant-Governor— as 
representing the Sovereign— and that 
while reference might be made to the 
Lieiitenanl-Governor, such reference 
might not be made where, as in the 
lireaent case, it was manifestly intended 
to iuUuence the debate. Of course the 
representative of the Sovereign should 
at all times he spoken of with due re- 
spect, 

-Mr, Mcliride was not surprised to find 
that the government found the shoe 
pinching, as evidenced by their appeal 
lo the Chair; and emphatically denied 
tliat he had said aught tliat might be 
construed into disrespect Xor the I>ieu- 
teiiaut-Oovernur. (in tli;. contrary, the 
action taken by His Honor, nnd to 
which he had made reference, v>-ould 
redound to the credit of that honorable 
geutlenian to a very marked degree. 
(Applause). He held that if His Honor 
saw tliat matters were being iiegleifted 
in the Atlin country, and brought this 
fact before the notice of the govern- 
ment, it was directly in tlie interest of 
the people ot British Coluinbiii that 
they should know the facts. Te would 
therefore take measures to place all the 
facts of the case before the bouse and 
the people at an early date. 

l)( plnring the introduction of person- 
alities into the debtite, more particularly 
by the President of the Council in his 
address, the member for Dewdney char- 
acterized as ridiculous the conj;entlons 
put forward by that gentleman with re- 
gard tri his connection with the Nunniino 
Herald, lie liad admitted that he was 
a heavy stockholder in lhat paper — that 
he and the uiemher for South Nanainio 
virtually owned it — yet he had asked the 
house to believe that he neviir dictated 
nor knew what editorial policy it would 
pursue. Of course, said the member for 
Dewduey, it is his paper; of course it 
is his mouthpiece in political niattiu-s; 
and of coarse nothing is published in 
that pa[)er that is not in line witli his 
Iiolicy an<l thai of the member for South 
Nauniino. 

.Vuother very serious iimtter that had 
developed during the course of llic de 
bate was the charge that bad been mad* 
against one uiembcr of the house ot 
huviug violated his oath of olUce. 'I'liis 
he regarded as one of the most serious 
matters that could have been l)rought to 
the utteution of the house. It was 
matter that could not but he treated 
with the utiiiost attention; and the 
charge having lieeu made, ho held it to 
be imperative that the government nnd 
the house should go further nnd thor- 
oughly investigate. He hoped nnd 
anticipated that in fairness and honor 
the President of the Council would now 
either justify his charges or present an 
adequate and unqunlifled apology to the 
member against whom the charge had 
liee-n directed. There could be no al- 
ternative course. 

The member for Dewdney clos-ed with 
a complimentary rofereuco to the ad- 
dresses of the mover and seconder of 
the reply. 

.MK. II.VLL, on rising to pui-sue tlie 
theiiic that had so interested the house 
during the past several days, craved a 
certiiin measure ot indulgence if it 
should be that ho erred through iuex- 
perience in parliamentary matters. He

The eight-hour 
law, for o.xaiiiplo. liad possibly been well 
moiuil. would possibly have been well 
advised liiul all tlie mines to wliicli it ap- 
plied been developed ami on a paying 
basis— bill these mines of Kooleiiny 
were not, Tlie niiijority witc ius yet 
ill tlie iirijs|)ecl stiige; and while tlie 
eight-lionr system had been ap])licd to 
old working iiiiiies long before llie uiiijor- 
ily of the iireseiit parliament ever 
tlnmght of entering public life, it was 
not a system that should be apidied in 
Hritisli (loliiiiibia while many of the 
niiiies iiilliuMieeil were as yet in what 
might be leriiieil the e.\[)eriiiieiital stage. 
Wlieii once mines had lieeii got down to 
n solid working basis the mine owners 
tliemselves would be tbo first to ititro- 
(luco the short hour system, for tliey 
had no wish to have their work per- 
fonned by tired, listless men— what they 
wanted and the "work demanded was the 
work of men ot, energy. The effect of 
the hasty eight-hour legislation of last 
session would be to keep out capital und 
operate injuriously to labor, for tlie 
workingman wns as sure to I'ldlow capi- 
tal as the sun to rise in the east. 

Tile alien law, too, liad kept tlioufiaiids 
of tlolliirs from being invested in the pru- 
vdiice. It li(id keiit thousands of dollars 
out of tlie hands of our merchants of the 
Const cities, and the transportation com- 
panies. When the Klondike trade had 
arisen, it was priintiriiy enj'oyeii by the 
merchants of Seattle. Then the superior 
fai'ilities and superior goods of ^'ictoria 
and Vancouver merchants, commenced to 
iniiiro.ss tlieiusolves, and last year this 
eity and Vancouver (A'ictoria more es- 
peeiallyj I'.tid commanded llie great bulk 
of tlie trade. A similar iirolitable Iraiie 
wiih .Vtlin would have arisen liut I'nr 
tlie iinerveiit ion of fills ill-advised legis- 
lation — legishitiini that was very like 
oilier examples id' tlie present goveni- 
inent's want of forcthuuglil. The elT 
of the laws of last session had lieeii to 
bring about conditions I'ji tiie Kootenay 
of whicli retiiileiits of »lie Co.ast had no 
l oiici'ption. Tlie forinerl.v busy ai.d pros- 
iieroiis towns of Kaslo and ►Siindou were 
dead. The 'mines ojf the Sl(K-an were 
idle, and the jf\-0Tknicn ilspiTscil. The 
Kaslo & Slocaii railway hud this year, 
for the first time, failed to pay interest 
on ats bonds, owing to the operation of 
the eight-hour lavs', Sundon ■was ii de- 
;ierted town. Kaslo, too, ■n-n.s dead— 

"When did Kaslo die'?" iiiterji'ctcd .Mr. 
Green.

gate and. selX-apifointed champion would 
tisually *b&')rduudvstanding up and de- 
fending'- laho'r with' one Iiand while he 
struck at some f corporation witli the 
otlier, having been put in a position to 
take this stand chiefly tlirotigh thi; in- 
tluenoe and cfTort of some rival coriMjiii- 
tion. Where the fidelity to the helpful 
corporation endc<l, and devotion to the 
workingman began was a bard iliattor to 
determine. 

Ileferring ne.xt to the answer of_ the 
.eojpuie.s, and Uritish Columbia in parti- 



cular, to Britiiin's call in her time of 
trouble, he was glad to fiud that distance 
did not weaken the ties binding all parts 
of thq Empire together , in one mighty 
union of strength. Indeed the distance 
appeared rather to strengthen the iinity 
of the Empire. It was possible that the 
time would come when the disiiitegr.1- 
tion of tlio Empire sliould bo accomplish- 
ed, but that time was as jet far distant. 
He regretted to see that while all patrio- 
tic Britons the world over were hasten- 
ing to g-ive expression to their loyalty, 
there should liave been found some even 
ill liritisli Coliiiiibia's capital so dead to 
their duty to the country as to express 
sympathy with the enemy of the nation. 
Uisrespectful lang-unge had been used by 
them; in reference to our flag and gov- 
einmerit— and this by people who had liv- 
ed in our 'midst for years, enjoying al} 
'the advantages and i>rotectiou of British 
laws-— «qual rights "svith those who were 
true, and loyal British subject*!. Their 
present disposition to espouse tlie cause 
of the foe might; possibly be ascribed to 
the stolid, uadeiiioiistriitivo n itiire of the 
typical lU'itislier, which would iierniit 
siicli a tiling. Tliey should not, however, 
make the mistnke of suppo.siiig tliat Brit- 
ish people were .imiifl'erent, because tliey 
did not t.'illv miii-li. It was, he was glad 
to say, ■unnecesstiry to-day for any Caim- 
dinn to syppleiiient the delinition of liis 
nationality witli the statement that he 
was a British subject. To bo a Canadian 
now meant iiiso that one wns a loyal sub- 
ject of Britain. (Applause.) ^ 

IJevertiiig agn'in to those who recently 
had ben i;o unwise as to express here in 
\'ieli)ria sympathy with the Boer.-, in 
tliei" iinseiit canipaigii, lie would say 
that while some were certainly deserv- 
ing of >ii-i-iiest censure, (luite a iiiiniber 
hail lieen meiilioneil who did not deserve 
such ehi.-^silieat ion. Of these Mr. Voss 
was one. He had known tliis gentleiiiiiii 
for vears. and could vouch for him iis a 
luyai aii.l wlmli-hearted subjeel of the 
ljueeii. .Vnotlier whose name had been 
nieiuioned was .Mr. Yoiiu.g of the .\ew 
i-higlanil baker.v. With regard to this 
genlleman, il inigiit lie said that actions 
were niore I'liKinent lliaii words. It wus 
only the other day that he had been' 
spciiking to iM.r. Young iu connection 
with the proposal to send a company of 
luuui^ted iscouts from British Oolunibi.i 
to the Transvaal, and that gentlcnnm had 
i-emarked that ho had no horse tliut he 
could offer to the country for use, but 
that ho would he glad Jo subscribe !>l(in 
to '.li(> eqiiiiimi'iit fund at the lirst opjior- 
I unity. I'erliaps enough liad now been 
said of this |iri)-Boer talk in Vietoi'ia. 
'i'hose who had beiui iiidisi.-reet had been 
plainly told to keep tlieir moiitlis shut, 
and the hint would probably sullice. But 
no one slionid apply blame and censure 
where it wns not deserved. 

:MK. lMjll''I''OItl) held that tlie 
speech had liy this time ben pretty well 
ihreslieil out. while lie regretted to Inid 
that the priiportioii of eliaft' to the wheat 
was overluiliinciiig. He regretted, too, 
to liiid the government members keep si- 
lence, refusing to defend the aclions or 
explain the mis-deeds of the ministry, and 
,-illowiiig till tiie Bpeaking to be done by 
the iiieiiibers of the opiiosition. 

•'That's the chaff," said Hon. Jlr. Hen- 
derson. 

.Mr. ClilTord could not understand why 
the ineinliers of the government if they 
had tiny self-respect, or any conception 
of their duties sliould have remained si- 
lent. It ai)peared lo be that ihey recog- 
nized that there were two treats on the 
opposition side teiiiporaily Viii.'anf, and 
they were anxious to let the motion go 
to a snap vote before these seats eould 
be lilled, and so appear before the coun- 
try with a tictitiinis majority of three. 

Taking up the siieccli, all save the first 
imragraph, was found to be full of am- 
liiguitv. He heartily tigrced with the 
expression of loyalty; but he did not 
think tile next iiariigrapli -went quil'.! far 
enongb. 1 1 was very well, no doubt, to 
"Imiie anil pray" for l$ritish success, but 
it was lu^cessary to go further. He be- 
liiwed of course iu the. eiUcacy of prayer 
—ho had praypd himself, although wilh- 
otit always satisfactory rcsiults. (Laugh- 
ter.J 

-Mr. Maepherson— The prayers of a 
righteous man availeth much. (Uonewed 
laughter.) 

Yet, continued Mr. Clifrord, he ^vns iii- 
cHned to think that prayer should be 
coupled witli fiomething more specific and 
definite. Ho tigreed with the famous jier- 
sonage of liistory 'who had said: "Put 
your faith in f)od, but kii"p your powder 
dry." It: was satisfactory to see that 
Urilish ('oliiml)ia was reiidy to add her 
eoiitriliiltion to the defence ot the Ein- 
piriN but he held that iiislcad of sending 
KM) men, as lie utiderstood was |iropo.sed, 
Bfilisli Columbia sliould have olTered 'IW 
111- lint, ei|iiip|)ed and delivei-ed anywhere 
that, the niitliorities might say. The mem- 
ber for Cariboo (General Kinchant) hiis 
esliinated that the cost of eintipiiieiit 
would 1)0 ahout .'?liuO per man. The coni- 
panv of 4I)(I could therefore be got up for 
.■^IIOO.OOO; and he thought this would bet- 
ter express British Columbia's practical 
lovaltv. 

.\s for the trouble in the Transvaal, it 
should toil be forgotten that the lioers 
wei-e the aggressors— that every battlf 
bad taken place had been ou British soil 
-that the liners were invaders. Had the 
I'.oers remained in their own country 
and aiinouiiced their determination of re- 
pi lling am- Britisli forces that invaded 
their country, the situation would have 
been entirely, different. The <iuestion of 
sympathy for the foe that had been m 
trodueed into the debate "had possibly 
been made altogether too uineh of. 
(Hear, hear.) He did not in lieve that it 
really amounted to anything, wliiie il 
•was not unnatural that i>eoi»le of the same 
birth and language as the Boers should 
to a eerhiin extent syinpatlii'/.e with them 
by ri'ason siiniily id' these facts. He 
w'isheil lo emplmsize, however, that il 
was not the I5oers who had occasioned 
tliis trouble iu the Transvaal, It was 
the small and liangeroii.-^ ring of siiei-iila- 
tors ill I'ri'lDria, who had misled the 
simple 1-Ioer fiirniers, anil lirought them 
into anlagonisni uilli I'.ritain under a 
miseoiice|il ion of the true situation. The 
question now hecaiue one id' niaiataining 
Hrilish supreiiiney in South Africii — and 
I'.iiilaiii would not lose. 

.■'iS for the suggested aiiieiulnient of the 
edneatioiial system, he would certiiiiily 
be in favor of some changes. He did not 
altogether agree with the iiresent <'dii<'a- 
tioniil plan. He (piite agrei'd that il was 
tlie duty of the stale to give every child 
an ednca'ional start in life, imt this start 
should not go beyond tlie teaching of the 
nidimeiits of a trui! education, \\\ should 
be taught reading, writing and aritlinie- 
tie: but with the proposition thtit all 
should he g-iveii llio higher or .scientific 
cditcatioii by tlie stale, he coii'ld not cou- 
eiir. The nccejitance of this .system had 
the eft'ecl of too gi^etitiy relieving iiareiits 
from respoiinibilify. They thouglxt that 
if they sent tlieir children to the public 
school" tlieir duty ceased. IIo held that 
tile piiblie Mcliool cour.se should really be 
oidy the iireparatioh.-for the.fuiller edu- 
cation to follow. • •■.;-.' "•-'■* ■'■ '-, .i.' : ■ 

With respect to the difficulties iii Atlin 
and thcic adjustment, he could not agroe 
wltbi'tliejgovernn'ient that they had sent 
tiie cointnls.sionor there as soon as his 
presencp had been ;ne<;e88ary. If Mr. 
.lustiee Irving had arrived pn the ground 
a month or six weeks' sooner, much good 
^vo^k would hiivp becn' nccotnplished anil 
the intergstod claim 'owners 'would have- 
bocn able to gp\; tti wOrk ii6bnef'<aiid been 
better sa(1sfie<r.' v ExpUVlniiig'-in' detail 
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the nature of the Atliu griovniioes tin" 
senior member for Cassiar added his 
meed of praise for Judge Irviug's im- 
partial and intelligent adjustment of the 
existing diniculties, the giving of the 1()0 
foot to all claim owners being especially 
commended as satisfying everyone. lie 
would bo glad sliould the lioiiso decide! 
to pass a vote ot thanks to Mr. .Tustico 
Irving, to most cordially support it. 

T'ouching upon the proposed moasure 
of justice to Oiiiiiieea. ho referred briolly 
to Oiiiiiieea's known richness, and ex- 
pressed pleasure tlnil Hie government 
should at hist have decided to do some- 
thing toward in^omotim: the district's do- 
voiopnioiit and prosperity. lu regard to 
tlie Kitiniant wagon road scheme, it 
viis certain that it would open iiii a 
(ouiitrv ricli in miiienil deiibsits, both in 
(opiier and gold ore. He had Iiimself 
leci'ived iiiforniation that the surface 
showings iu this region were far superior 
to those met with in the Uossland ditj- 
trict; and it was the unanimous opinion 
of iii'iniiig men who liod been in the s.c- 
tioii in question that it would \.-lien 
opened up prove to be one of the richest 
mineral areas of the entire province. 
In view of these opinions he eoiild well 
understand how it was tliat a company 
was willing and glad to buihl a road 120 
miles in length and hand it over to the 
government in exebange for IJO.OIK) acres 
of wild land in alternate sectiou.s. He 
had indeed never lieanl of a more liberal 
olTer to private enteriirise in all his ex- 
perience. The comiKiny would abund- 
jiiitly i^ecoup themselves liy gidting in 
fKiiiilies— half miners and lialf farmers— 
fi'iim Colorado lo Seattle. In settle on 
tlieir lands, and he was llioroughly satis- 
fied tli.-it the schema' was a good one. 
'I'hese -Vmerie.'iiis knew more of our 
Xortliern country and its resources than 
ve did ourselves. 'fhe road would be 
completed in less than two years, and 
he hoped that the bill when it wai 
brought down would i^eceive tlie siippor*. 
of tlie entire house. Il was in reality 
not a land grant, for the land was at 
Iiresent not worth more than ,•^2 an acre 
al llie most, while the eomiiaiiy offered 
to band over the road, costing ,'?r2l),(lfi0. 
or in other words to pay !f4 an iicre tor 
the land. 

He was surprised at the apparent cle- 
leriiiiuiitimi of the government to try 
and carry on (he public business with a 
majority of one. 'VVere he In such a gov- 
ernment he would demand an immediate 
position of the 'government? Simply 
tliat it was nt the dictation of nny ihem- 
bor— any.one tnemliiip' could demand 
what he liked— the gdVQmniont dare not 
say him na.v. ' The mrinly course for 
rreiiiier Soiulin to have inirsued would 
have been to resign. He had known 
Mr, Semlin for tliirly years, and eoiild 
not uiiderslauil why !i(> had not taken 
this coiiise. He knew that .Mr. Semlin 
would not be guilty of anylliing dis- 
honorable. It had been said that the 
I'l-i'iiiier was incaiuihle-^lip would agree 
that he wus incapatiM, of a dishonest 
act. (.\pi)Iausel, 

With respect to llie alien exclusion 
law, be was opiiosed ti» it. as lie always 
had been. He had iiol. however, anli- 
lipated that its riiinoiis consenitences 
would have proved so far-reaching. It 
had driven capital from the country and 
in every way proved prejudicial to the 
best interests and [irogress of the coun- 
try, lie had, therefore, in I'onelusion. 
to move, seconded by Oapt. Irving, as 
an amendment to the amendment: 

" That in view of the legislation by 
the government last session enacting the 
alien law, having proved highl.v detri- 
niontnl to the mining' industry of the 
lu-oviiico by obstructing the introduction 
of capital and by hnrnperiug -the devel- 
oimient of our mines. 

I'reiiiier Semlin thought that such an 
atnendnient .should have gone upon the 
order paper, and applied to the chair for 
a lieterminatiiin of this point.

•IS a British Colnmbia unit, and he was 
loulident that every fraction of tliat 
unit would discharge its duty well, and

He impressed uiuui the government 
llie fact tliiit lime iu this case was most 
important. The very bes.t eiidoavors

Legislature Informed of Evii 
Effects of Interference of 
Last Session. 



Unless Law Is Amended Proper- 
ties Must Lie Idle or Wages 
Be Lowered. 



A petition of much more than ordinary 
iuiportaucc and significance In Tiow of its 
direct rolatiouship to the eiglit-hotiv law 
and tho pructicnl -working out of that 
measure iu the Kootcuays, was ijreseuted 
in tlie provincial legislature yesterday by 
Mr. J. M. JIartln "o£ Kosslnnd. It is 
signed by the twent.v-tliree largest min- 
ing couipauio!! of West Kootonay, and 
more particularly those of the Eosslaud 
camp, iududiug the Le Hoi, War Eagle, 
Centre Star, etc., and asserts that thi- 
legislation of last session was: 

NOT A$KBD VOll Oil EXPECTED 
BY THE MIXERS <)F THE AVEST 
KOOTENAY DISTKICT; i 

NOT IN THE INTBUEST OF HAU- 
MONY AND PROFITABLE " CO'Ol'- 
ERATION BETWEEN EMPLOYEKS 
AND EMPLOYED; 

HAD rnOYE.V IXSTllUMENTAIv 
IX THE EXCLUSlOX OF IXVEST- 
MEXTS; ami 

IS A DIltECT IXTEIIFEIIEXCIO 
WITH THE FKEE IlIGHT OF COX- 
THACT. 

Tho document in it»; entirely follows: 

The petition of the nudcrslgued repre- 
sentatives of Incorporated companies own- 
lug and operating metalliferous mines lu the 
district of Kooteuiiy, In the province of 
British Columbia, humbly slioweth as fol- 
lows : 

1. That the eompanli'S represented by 
your petitioners are either Incorporated un- 
der the laws c.f British Columbia or imiler 
the laws of Croat Brltnlu. anil In the lat- 
ter ease are iiou re(;lsti'red and authorized 
to (1<) business In the province of Britlsli 
Columbia. 

2. That the capital of the companies re- 
presented by your petitioners aggregates 
many millions of dollars; that large sums of 
money have been Invested by the said com- 
panies In tlie purcha.se of mlucral claims In 
the district of Kootcnay, British Columbia; 
and further, large snms In the development 
of such properties and In the purchase and 
erection ot machinery for the working of 
their respective claims,' 

.1. Thot a large number om mines owned 
by companies doing business lu the Sloeaa 
district have not been/working for some 
months past, the operation of the same 
having ceased owing to the unsettled and 
unsatisfactory state of the labor market 
occasioned by the passing and enforcement 
of section 4, cliapter 40, Statutes of Brit- 
ish Columbia, 0? Vic, entitled ."An Act to 
Amend the Inspection of Metnlllferoua 
Mines Act," wherein It Is provided that 
"no person sliiill be employed underground 
In any metalliferous mine for more than 
eight hours hi every twenty-four hours." 

4. That your petitioners were not aware 
that such legislation was :!ought, and the 
first Intlmatloa they had of such legisla- 
tion beliii; pa.ssed was through the col- 
umns of newspapers. And your petitioners 
humblj- submit that legislation of such Im- 
portance, vltallj- 'affecting large vested In- 
teres-t, should not have been passed by the 
legislature without an opportuulty having 
been given to those Interested of express- 
ing their opinion upon the subject. 

5. Your petitioners are satisfied that this 
change In the law was not asked for by the 
miners, and the enactment was as great a 
surprise to tlie miners ns it was to the 
mine owners. No facts having been ad- 
duced to show that the miners working In 
the mines throughout the Kootenays com- 
plained against or sufTered under the sys- 
tem In vogue prior to the pas.slng of tho 
act, and In the absence of any petition or 
evidence before tlie legislature that snch 
a sweeping change In the net was nsked 
for by those who ore most interested In the 
change, namely the miners, your petition- 
era submit that they are fully justified In 
asking that this law be amended or re- 
pealed. 

0. Thf passing of this legislation has had 
a very unsettling effect on tlu? market; In- 
vestors are tinild, and capital that Is seek- 
ing Investment in the Kootenays Is being 
wlthhehl, awaiting the action of the legis- 
lature In the premises. That nothing could 
have been more promising than the outlook 
for larKC Investment of English and East- 
ern Canadian I'upilal In the Kootenays at 
the begianing of the year 1S!)|I, ami we re- 
gret to say that the passing of the legis- 
lation In (piestlon has created, so -much 
distrust In the niltids Of the Inventlhg pub- 
lic that large sums of motley ''that wore 
ready .for investincnt- ln mining' operations 
ih.'^^rlUsh 'Cdtuinbia haye'.becn withheld. 
• •T.rThat up to tho time' of tho passing of 
the law In question mine ownert and oth- 
ers Interested In mlidng In tlie Kootenays 
hail reason to congrntnlate themselves upon 
the pleasant and proUtablc relotlonshlp 



that existed between the employer niul the 
employed, and It Is the .wl.sh of your peti- 
tioners tbat nothing should occur to dis- 
turb the harmony and peace existing be- 
t ween employer and employed. But speak- 
ing In the llgbt of experience tbat during 
the mouths that this law lias been In oper- 
ation, our petitioners state ns a fact that 
It will be Impossible tor all mine owners 
to contlhue to pay tho rate of wagso for 
eight h<mr» of labor that they have been 
paying tor ten hours; the expense of ciirry- 
Ing on Ihe work lu the mines that are at 
present being opcrali'il Is so ^reat that the 
same has beciunc hnnleiisonie and unre- 
mnneratlve. The necessary alternative will 
be a reduction of wages and upon such re- 
dm'tloM, speaking In the light of experi- 
ence, your petitioners are afraid conse- 
queiieeH will ensue that will greatly re- 
tard the progress of mining In the Koote- 
nays. 

8. Your petitioners desire to emphasize 
the fact that large sums of British and 
Eastern Canadian capital were Invested In 
the mines and mineral claims throughout 
the Kootenays before the passing of the 
law In question; and your petitioners sub- 
mit that It Is unfair to those who Invested 
their money that they sbould be discrimin- 
ated against as they have been by the poss- 
Ing of the eight-hour law. 

!). Y'our petitioners snmhlt that the law 
complained of Is unconstitutional, as the 
same Is Imposing an unwarrantable restric- 
tion upon the rlfjht to contract; that the 
prlvllef;e of contracting Is both a liberty 
and a Tijilit which has boea enjoyed by 
British sul)Jects from time Immemorial, 
and that any leplslatlon such as that com- 
plained of, which prevents the nniklng of 
contracts, Is an liiterfereueo with the free- 
(bnn tfl eontraetln'j between workmen ami 
cuiptoyi^r. 

And further fhat the passing of the law la 
iiaestiou Is an unfair discrimination against 
the Industry of metalliferous mining, and 
depi Ives persons employed In inetalllfcr- 
Otis mining <if the privileges allowed to and 
enjoyed by other persons, under like COn- 
<lltions, lu other mlncj. 

Your petitioners tliprefore Iniralily submit 
that thev are entitled to relief In the pre- 
mises, aiid Would ask that such action be 
taken by the legislature of British Col- 
umbia as will grant a restoration, Of their 
rights by ellher the repeal or amendment 
of section 4, chapter 40, Statutes of Brit- 
ish Columbia, 62 Victoria, entitled "An Act 
to Amend the Inspection of Metalliferous 
Mines Act."

From 
this charge iil:«'ounta have heretofore been 
allowed as follows: On all accounts un- 
der )fl<\ 10 per cent, discount; ou accounts 
ranging from Iflo to |2."), 15 per cent.; and 
on accounts of frotn ?25 upwards, 20 per 
cent. Under the new rates, which have Just 
come ihto force ond effect, these discounts 
will be, doubled. 

The lighting company's main lines are 
now extended to practically all the resi- 
dential ports of the city, so that all citi- 
zens can avail themselves of the appreciable 
reductions. 

It l.s perhaps needless to enumerate the 
many advantages ot tho electric light over 
all other Illuuilnatlng agencies, as anyone 
who has once used It will wond(:r how he 
was able to get along so long without It.
